Resht, situated in the midst of a great forest intersected with rivers 
and inclosing numerous festering swamps has a climate moist, close, 
and fetid which renders it very adaptable for the growth, spread, and 
continuance of the disease. 

I am not in possession of statistics regarding the fatality, but I am 
informed that the death rate is ver}' high. 

The epidemic has moreover made large strides in the dix*ection of 
Tabeiz, having already reached Zenjan, about midway between the 
latter town and Teheran. It has for some reason, most likely insani- 
tary conditions, exhibited a virulence which seems to threaten with 
destruction the whole population. Reports from other centers of the 
ravages of the scourge instead of leaving the people to arm themselves 
against its invasion, appear to have paralyzed them with fear and left 
no energy to grapple with and arrest its progress. So far, however, 
I have not heard of any cases in Tabeiz.

Chief Quarantine Officer King reports, October 10, as follows:

The vessels detained were the Red D Line steamships Caracas and 
Philadelphia, which arrived at this port from Puerto Cabello, La 
Guayra, and Curacao, on September 7 and 24, respectively, and the 
Spanish steamship Antonio Lopez from Central and South American 
ports, and which touched at this port on September 23, 1904. 

There were no quarantinable diseases reported in this district dur- 
ing the month of September.

— Births 77, and 106 deaths — 9 from tuberculosis of the lungs, 2 from diph- 
theria, 4 from entero-colitis, 14 from uncinariasis, 6 from organic diseases of the 
heart, 3 from gastro enteritis, and 3 from enteric fever. 

Arecibo. — Births 76, and 97 deaths — 5 from puerperal fever, 7 from tuberculosis of 
the lungs, 11 from bronchitis, 4 from tuberculosis, and 8 from enteritis. 

Humacao. — Births 53, and 50 deaths — 4 from enteritis, acute; 6 from gastro enteritis, 
4 from tetanus, infantile, and 2 from broncho-pneumonia. 

Aguadilla. — Births 37, and 44 deaths — 12 from enteritis, 5 from pulmonary tubercu- 
losis, 4 from uncinariasis, and 1 from bronchitis. 

Fajardo. — Births 54, and 32 deaths — 13 from diseases of the respiratory gans, 9 
from diseases of the digestive organs, and 3 from diseases of the circulatory system. 

Arroyo. — Births 14, and 12 deaths — 2 from tuberlosis, 2 from diarrhea, 1 from per- 
nicious fever, and 1 from meningitis. 

No quarantinable diseases are reported.
